The  total  number  of  Milk  cows  was  126  and  these  were  inspected  by 
the  County  Veterinary  Surgeon  in  February,  June  and  November. 

Four  cows  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  were 
dealt  with  according  to  the  provisions  under  the  Tuberculosis 
Order.  Several  cows  were  also  found  to  be  suffering  from  diseases 
of  the  Udder  (mastitis  or  Garget),  Cowsheds  numbering  17  were 
inspected  on  92  occasions  and  reported  to  be  good  structurally 
and  kept  in  a clean  condition. 

The  district  has  now  only  one  slaughter  house.  This  was  inspected 
regularly  at  Salughtering  times.  Carcases  inspected  and  condemned.

The  Clinic  has  been  greatly  assisted  by  an  enthusiastic  Committee 
of  lady  helpers. 

Cases  requiring;  hopital  treatment  were  sent  to  Leeds  General 
Infirmary,  Womens  and  Children’s  Hospital  Leeds.  Clayton  Hospital 
"akeficld,  Nornanton  & Castleford  District  Hospital  and  the  County 
Hospital , T'akef ield . 

Nine  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  removed  to  Ackton  Isolation 
Hospital . 

Ambulances  available  for  removal  of  patients  were  the  City  Police 
Ambulance  T'ake  field,  the  local  Colliery  Ambulance,  Normanton  Town 
Ambulance  and  the  Isolation  Hospital  Ambulance. 

The  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall,  Wakefield  has  again  proved  of 
great  assistance. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  was  38.  19 
'..ere  transferred  from  other  districts  and  2 transferred  away  making 
a net  toal  of  35  (32  males  and  23  females)  and  a crude  death  rate 
of  11.96  this  multiplied  by  the  comparability  factor  1.11  giving  a 
rate  of  13.27  as  compared  with  12,4  for  England  and  Wales. 
Registered  births  numbered  58  (31  males  including  one  illegitimate 
and  27  females)  making  a birth  rate  of  12.61  as  compared  with  14,9 
for  England  and  'bales.  Still  births  numbered  2 (no  illegitimate). 
One  death  occurred  in  infants  under  1 year  making  a death  rate 
per  1000  live  births  of  17.2  as  compared  with  58  for  England  and 
'ales.  The  cause  of  death  was  prematurity  life  only  lasting  24 
hours.  Main  causes  of  death  over  1 year  were:-

The  year  has  been  remarkable  for  the  freedom  of  the  district 
from  infectious  disease.  It  is  too  early  to  say  whether  the  low 
incidence  of  diphtheria  nas  been  due  to  the  introduction  of 
immunisation  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  time  if  tne  procedure 
is  thoroughly  carried  out  amongst  young  children  the  greater  will 
be  tne  fall  in  the  number  and  severity  of  cases.  Another 
gratifying  feature  has  been  the  low  mortality  amongst  infants 
under  one  year.  The  population  continues  to  decrease  however? 
owing  chiefly  to  the  fall  in  the  birth  rate  and  secondly  to 
emigration  due  probably  to  the  depression  in  the  coal  trade.
